Lim its of the County of AMidleſex , or at 
che Conjunction of that County with Sur- 
rey, though lc is really a City a1d County 
of Ir. (elf; having for four Miles to the 
North and South . pleaſant Green Valley. 

'T he City and Liberties cohtain 1 1 3 Pa- 
riſhes, and is Divided into fix and Twenty 
Wards,cach Govern'd by an Alderman and 
Deputy, Ir contains within the Walls 380 | 
Acres, but within the Liberties ( as 'tis in 
che M AP) Bounded on the South by the 
Thames, and on the Weſt, North and Eaſt, 
with a Chain, the Line of. the Freedom : 
It is 680 Acres, all as full of good and 
great Buildings as conveniency cau allow, 
The Length from Temple- Bar in the Weſt, 
to White-Chapel-Bars in the Eaſt, is 9256 
Foot, or one Milc, {ix Furlongs,and a Pole : 
The Breadth is ſeven Furlongs and two 
Poles, or 465 3 Foot, viz. from the Bars in 
Biſhopſcate-ſtreet to the Bridz, One of the Re- 
markables of EU R OP E, conſiſting in nine- 
teen mighty Arches, being in Leneth ſixty four| " |

Burt reckoning the adjoyning Suburbs 
and WESTMINSTER, and then mea- 
ſuring from Black-Wall inclulive, tothe End 
0* St, Fames's. Street beyond Petty-France, 
it is ſeven Miles anda half, and from the 
End of St. Leonard Shoreditch, tro the End 
of Blackman-ſtrect in Southwark, the Brcadth 
from North to South, is above two Miles 
and a half, 
| The Fecleſiaſtical Government of the Ci- 
ty of LONDON, is by a Biſhop , who 
hath Precedency next to the Arch-Biſhop ; 
numbriag in a continual Succetſion of Ten | 
Centuries and an halt, Ninety two Biſhops, | 
The Cathedral hath a Dcan and Chapter, 
a Trezſurer, and thirty Prevendarics : The 
Dioceſs co::tains M:4lzſex, Eſſex, and Part 
of Hertforsſbir?, and has Fiyc Arch-Dea- 
cons, viz, of London, Midleſex, Eſſex, Col- 
cheſter and St. Albans, 

The old Cathedral Dedicated to St.j. + 
Payl, containing in Length trom Eaſt co 
\s ſix huadred and ninety Foot , in

ef LONDON: 
Breadth from North to South, one hundred 
and thirty Foot,(Built in Form of a Cro!s) 
one hundred and two Foot in Hgight ; a- 
dorn'd with a Tower of two hundre&and 
ſixty Foot, and a Spire of two hundred and 
fixty Foot more, exalting it ſelt from the 
Midſt of the Croſs : This ſtately Spire co- 
verd with Lead, with a great Part of the 
Church, was Ruin'd by Fire, Anzo 1561. 
and after ſeveral Eminent Repairs by the 
Bounty and Piety of Queen El:zaberh, King 
Charles the Martyr, the Biſhops of Canter- 
bury, with the Clergy, & the City of LON- 
DON, Ic was at laſt wholly deſtroy'd by 
the dreadful Fire, September the 2, 3, and 
4th, Anno Domini 1666, But by the Pious 
Care and Encouragement ot His Sacred 
Majeſty, upon a better Foundation is alrca- 
dy very far advanc'd a more Glorious 
Structure, 

The Civil Government of the City of 
LONDON, in the Romans Time was by 
a Prefect , the Title continuing three hun- 
dred Years: In the Saxons Time by a Port- 
reeve , which after the Conqueſt was chang'd 
into, ſomcrimesa Bazliff, and ſometimes a 
Provoſt. Richard the Firſt Granted them 
ewo Bails, and King Fohn chang'd them 
into a Aayor and two Sheriffs: The Mayor 
with the Court of Aldermen and Common- 
Concel, (like the three Eſtates in Parlia- 
menr ) Make Laws. 

And to them is added, a Recorder, Cham- 
berlain, Town-Cl:rk , Common- Sergeant, Ke- 
mimoraiicer, Vice-Chamberlain, &c. 

The M1litia of this City and Liberties, 
as it was Settled ſoon aftexHis Majeſty's 
2 cſtauration, in ſix Regiments of Train'd- 
Zands, and as many AuXyliaries, amount 
to twenty Thouſand Foot, and the Horſe 
cizht hundred, the Tower Hamlcts,with the 
[fain'd-Bands of Softhnart and Weſtmin- 
fter cighc. Thoutand five hundred more : 
But in Cafe of Neceſſity , there may be 
ais'dat leaſt eighty thoutand able fighting 
Men, which being Ofhcer'd by the Mem- 
acrs 0; the Artillery-Cempany, Commanded 
Oy j. oe Highne':s, are a Force ſifhci- 
eat eefOppoſe any Enemy, either Forreign 
or Doincftick., 
ihe Mayor of LONDON is, during 
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his 1 , Honor'd with the Title of \ 
Lord , Four of his Domeſtick Attendants | 
are Eſquires, viz. the Sword-Bearer , the 
Common-Hunt , the Common-Cryer, and 
the- Water-Bayliff. He is uſually Cho-| = 
len on Michaelmas Day, and on the T wen- 
ty Ninth of o#ober , with great State, 
Convey'd fo Weſtminſter, where taking his 
Oath, and rcturning to the Gnild-Hall of 
the City, a moſt Magnificent Feaſt is 
Prepar'd; frequently Honor'd with the Prc- 
ſence of the King and Qucen, Nobility, 
and Judges, &c. The Sheriffs of the Ci- 
ty arc Sheriffs of Midleſex alſo, who at- 
tending the Lord-Mayor , appear Abroad 
Juſually on Horſeback, wearing Gold-chains, 
and 0a Feſtivals their Scarlet Gowns, worn 
likewiſe by all the Aldermen; but luch who W 
have been Lord-Mayors, wear alto their 
Gold- Chains ever after. The Lord-May- 
or has His Great Mace and Sword bori be- 
fore Him, and at Cororations claims to be 
Chief Butler. 

The Traders of this City are divided into 
leveral Corporations or Compantes, the twelve 
Principai,of one of which the Lord-Mayor 
is always Free , are the Mercers, Grocers. 
Drapers , Fiſh-Moneers , Gold-Smiths , Sk:;- 
ners, Merchant-Taylors, Haberdaſhers , Sal- 
ters , Iron-Moneers , Vintoners, and Cloath- 
Workers, Whoſe Halls or Guilds relcmble 
{0 many ſtately Pallaces, and their Go- 
Ivernment, not much unlike that or the Ci- 
ty, is by a Maſter, Wardens, and Afſtarts : 
The reſt of 'the Companies , tothe Num- 
ber of about Seventy , bcfides the firſt 
Twelve, have alſo their Has, Governors, 
and Officers, with their Armorial Erſtnmns, &c. 
And arc accounted One of the Glories of 
this Super-Eminent City. 

To theſe We may add,the ſcyeral Com- 
panics of Merchants Trading to Forcign 
Parts: As; Rnfſta, Turky, Eaſi-1d:a, E if! - 
Lazd,and Africa , whotc.grcat Adventures. 
Care and Conduct, for the Increaſe of 
Trade and Navigation, is { under Our Gra-, 
cio:s Soveraign ) the Glory, Riches, and 
Strength or nor only this City, bur the 
Kingdom alſo, *'t heſe Merchants Mcert, 
forthe ready Diſpatch of Butinels, twice 
| | a-day, 
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of LON DON. 


a-day upon the Rojal-Exchange , firſt Built 
by Sr. Thomas Greſham, Anno 1566, But 
fince the Fire more ſplendidly Re-built by 
the City and Company of Mercers. 

This great and populous City is ſupply'd 
with all ſorts of Proviſions and Neceflarics 
tor Suſtenance and Delight, as well trom 
the Shops and Butchers-Shambles, as the 
many Markets, wherewith both the City 
and Suburbs are furniſh'd, and they plen- 
tifully Stor d both from Land and Water, 
The Thames, which , twice a-day, brings 
into her Boſom, Ships Fraught with the 
Rarities and Richcs of the Werld , is al- 
ſo convey'd by Engines into the higheſt 
Parts of the City ; which with the {eve- 
ral Springs and Co:duits, receiving adja- 
cent Fountains, and the New- Rver, brought 
thither at great. Labor and Colt , from 
Ware, by Sir. Huzh Midleton, Anno 1613.10 
turniſhes This, that no City in the World 
is more abundantly (upply'd with Water,
